We do not realize how our lives intertwine. 

We go from day to day, spending our time at work, or 
at school, or at home with our children, assuming that 
tomorrow will bring more of the same. 

We meet dozens of people during the course of a day, 
a week, a month, a year. We spend our time as if life 
were a constant. 

And then something happens to make us stop, to 
make us take a closer look at ourselves and those peo- 
ple who touch our lives. ; 

Last week, with the loss of our good friend Frank 
Gist, many of us stopped to take that closer look.

Exactly one week before the murder 
trial of John Schwake was to begin in Will 
County circuit court, the chief witness for 
the prosecution implicated himself as an 
active participant in the stabbing death 
and sexual assault of 10-year-old Donald 
““Tuffy’’ Green, whose body was found in 
Lily Cache Creek in Bolingbrook last 
Feb. 28. 


Fifteen-year-old Billy Argo, 606 
Preston Drive in Bolingbrook was arrest- 
ed by police Monday and is in custody in 
a juvenile detention home. The state, 
though, is asking that Argo, who was 14 
at the time of the crime, be tried as an 
adult for murder. A hearing is set Dec. 8. 


In light of the new evidence and that 
the witness has become another suspect, 
state’s attorney Ed Petka says that he 
must re-evaluate the case against John 
Schwake, whose murder trial is still set to 

“begin next Monday. 3 ; 


' The 15-year-old was to have been the 


key witness against Schwake in the trial. 


The two had been friends and Argo had 
apparently helped lead police to 
Schwake. : 

Schwake had repeatedly said that “he 
was Innocent of the murder. The 23-year- 
old Schwake has been implicated and 
faces charges of taking indecent liberties 
with other Bolingbrook youths, as well. 


During the months since Schwake’s 
arrest last March, Billy Argo had been 
questioned: by police and prosecutors 
from the state’s attorney’s office.

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A 12-year old Bolingbrook boy gave 
police.information that led to the arrest of 
the man now charged with the murder of 
10-year-old Donald’Green. The boy told 
police he had been sexually molested in 
the fall of 1982. He knew the man’s name 
and where he lived. 

John F. Schwake, 23, was arrested at 
5 a.m. Saturday, March 12, in his 
parent’s home in Westhaven, a suburb in 
southwest Cook County. He was charged 
with taking indecent liberties with the 
12-year-old and held in Will County Jail 
on $500,000 bond. 

Evidence leads authorities to suspect 
Schwake is responsible for several cases 
of child molestation in Bolingbrook. The 
24-year-old may be wanted in other 
towns, even other states, as well. 

In addition to being attracted to young 
boys, Schwake also apparently wanted to 
become a cop. He applied to become a 
police officer in Bolingbrook last fall, 
having taken the written and agility tests, 
as well applying in such other communi- 
ties as his home town of Westhaven and 
Midlothian. _ ithioueap aa 

He was formally charged with Donald’s 
murder Monday afternoon and is being 
held without bond awaiting a hearing on 
April 17. 

Police say they have a confession to the 
one earlier case of sexual molestation, 

| but, when they questioned Schwake 
about Green’s stabbing, Schwake asked 
for an attorney. He has been assigned a 
public defender. 


Several witnesses place Schwake in the 
area on Feb. 27, police say. Other sources 
say that both Green and Schwake were 
seen near the Pinecrest Plaza shopping 
center the day Green disappeared. The 
plaza adjoins the open field and creek 
where Donald was found dead. 


Although the boy’s unclothed body was 
found in Lily Cache Creek, on Sunday, 
Feb. 28, officials say they believe Donald 
was killed late Saturday afternoon. They 
would not reveal the information that 
leads them to that conclusion. 


Murder suspect linked to many boys, 


“We believe the motive was sexual 
molestation. We don’t know what hap- 
pened to turn it into a homicide,’’ says 
police chief Bill Charnisky. The coroner’s 
autopsy did not offer any conclusive 
evidence that the boy had been molested. 
“We do not know if the boy was 
assaulted. We know that an attempt was 
probably made,’’ Charnisky says. 


No weapon has been recovered, and 
police do not know whether or not Donald 
knew Schwake. ) 


“Several boys in the area did know 
him. Donald may have too. We just don’t 
know at this point whether the boy was 
lured to the creek or if it was a chance 
meeting,’’ Charnisky says. 


“The investigation is just beginning. 
We are going to continue the investiga- 
tion’ to build an even stronger case,’’ he 
says. Investigators still want to hear from 
anyone who might have information. 


Schwake, who was discharged from the 
Army in July, 1982, after serving as a 
military policeman, lived in Bolingbrook 
for a short time before moving back to 
Westhaven to live with his mother and 
step-father, police say. 

As far as police know, Schwake is 
single and unemployed. 

Officials don’t know why Schwake 
frequently returned to Bolingbrook or if 
this was the only town where he ‘‘hung 
out,’’ they add. He appears to favor boys 
between the ages of 10-14, says police. 

“But as far as we know, he doesn’t 
have a record,’’ says deputy chief Ron 
Chruszczyk. ‘‘We expect, though, to be 
hearing from other departments (in other 
towns) now that the case is broken.”’ 


The ‘‘break’’ in the case was a result of 
old-fashioned police field work, officials 
say. Investigators conducted as many as 


- 800 interviews, hitting literally every 


home and apartment in the boy’s 
neighborhood and in the area near Lily 
Cache Creek where his body was dis- 
covered. 


‘‘We kept hearing the same name from 
several boys,’’ says Sgt. Frank Cornell. 
“That name was John Schwake. Some of 
the boys were obviously upset. We didn’t 
feel they were involved in the homicide, 
that it was something else.”’ 


Finally, the 12-year-old admitted that 
he had been molested by Schwake. He 
had never told his parents about the 
incident. 


Cornell says that the investigation 
already indicates that at least two other 
Bolingbrook boys may have been sexually 
molested by Schwake. 


Police have not filed charges in those 
cases yet, so two, possibly three, more 
charges against him are pending, 
Chruszczyk says. 


“‘We kept hearing the same name from 
a great many kids. We have to think there 
may have been others,’’ he says. 


Some of the boys met Schwake at a 
pond not far from the spot where the 
body was discovered, Cornell says. ‘“‘The 
kids fished there, and Schwake fished 
there.”’ 


Reviewing the sequence that led to the 
arrest, Sgt. Cornell says, the whole case 
was based upon developing leads in the 
field. Though important evidence was 
gathered at the creek site, the case was 
still wide open, he says.

Car chase ends in death of resident 


A minor hit-and-run accident led to a 
man’s death a short time later when two 
vehicles collided at the intersection of 
Boughton Road and Brighton Lane on 
Bolingbrook’s far westside on Thursday, 
Feb. 18. 

George Gemmecke, 38, of Evergreen 
Drive, was killed when pinned under his 
Aerostar mini-van after colliding with a 
vehicle driven by Paul Timchak, 34, of 
Sunshine Drive. 

Witnesses at the site thought that it 
was just a case of Gemmecke ignoring the 
stop sign at Brighton Lane as he 
attempted to cross Boughton Road. 

Days later, when his wife, Catherine 
Gemmecke talked with police, they had a 
clearer picture of what happened. She 
was in the van with her husband driving. 

According to Bolingbrook deputy po- 
lice chief Richard Kuntz, the Gem- 
mecke’s had been at the exit from Fair 
Lanes bowling alley on Boughton Road 
when they were involved in a minor 
accident with a ‘‘small, red car.’’

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World War Il divides F Poland, brothers 
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Emotional reunion brings brothers back together after 50 years apart

Out of sight does not neces- 


Sarily mean out of mind. 

Since the end of World War 
II, for nearly half a century, 
brothers Walter and Bolek 
Gawecki did not see each 
other or even hear one an- 
others’ voice. However, they 
were always in each other’s 
thoughts. 

And finally, after 50 years 


of letters, photos and hope,” 


Walter and Bolek were re- 
united at O’Hare Interna- 
tional Airport about three 
weeks ago. After an emo- 
tional reunion, Bolek, who 
had just arrived from Poland, 
went with Walter to stay at 
. his Bolingbrook home. 

The brothers’ lives were di- 
vided in 1945, after the U.S. 
liberated Poland from Ger- 
many during.World War II. 
Walter, 71, joined the Occu- 
pation Armed Forces, but 
discouraged his _ brother, 
Bolek, 69, from doing the 
same because “it was very 
hard work.” Bolek subse- 
quently went back to Poland 
to be with the rest of the 
Gawecki family. And until 
July, the brothers hadn’t seen 
each other since they were 
teenagers coping with the 
trauma of post-war Poland 
and of a year-long stay in a 
forced labor camp. 


A Bolingbrook resident 
since 1976, Walter and his 
brother were born and raised 
in Hutastara, a small village 
in Poland located near the 
city of Kielce. In 1948, 
Walter, who “disliked the 
communist government,” de- 
cided to emigrate to Canada 
where he eventually became 
a citizen. While working as a 

gold miner in Ontario, he met 


his wife, Janinia, who passed - 


away two years ago. The cou- 
ple moved to Chicago in 1962. 
Walter and Janinia lived in 
Bolingbrook for nearly 20 
years, where they raised 
three daughters and one son. 
After a 25-year career in the 
printing business, Walter re- 
tired six years ago. 

On the other end of the 
spectrum, Bolek went back to 
work on the Gawecki family 
farm after the war and today, 
he owns and works on his 
wife’s family property. The 
two farms are separated by a 
mere 150 yards, and Bolek 
has spent his entire life in 


the village where he was 
born and raised. He has 
never traveled, much less 
been on an airplane, until his 
trip to the U.S. in July. 

While the circumstances of 
their lives have been quite 
different, Walter and Bolek 
said they have had no trouble 
getting to know each other 
again. 

“We are very much alike. 
It’s like time never passed,” 
said Walter. 

“Kivery day we get to know 
each other again better and 
better. We laugh every day 
and feel like teenagers. If 
people see us together, we 
look like two jokers.” 

Upon seeing his brother at 
the airport, Bolek said he 
“knew it was Walter right 
away,” and that it was a great 
moment because he “never 
thought he would see (his 
brother) again.” 

Walter said he became 
“very choked up” upon see- 
ing Bolek, and recognized 
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him “even though he was too 
skinny.” 

Walter and his son, John 
Gawecki, also a Bolingbrook 
resident, have been working 
on putting a few extra “Amer- 
ican pounds” on Bolek. In 
fact, John said his uncle 
gained 10 pounds since he ar- 
rived. Most of the cuisine 
Bolek has enjoyed during his 
visit has been quite familiar, 
as Walter has donned an 
apron over the last few weeks 
to cook many Polish favor- 
ites, such as potatoes, kiel- 
basa and sauerkraut. 

Heading into less familiar 
territory, however, Bolek has 
been “amazed” with the 
United States compared to 
Poland and said that “there 
are no words to describe 
what he has seen during the 
visit.” In particular, Bolek 
has observed a microwave 
oven for the first time, and is 
also astonished by the 
amounts of food available for 
“anyone and everyone” in

the local supermarkets. 

“This is not a country,” he 
said. “This is a heaven. We 
can’t even compare what we 
have in Poland to what peo- 
ple have here.” 

In fact, John Gawecki said 
before his uncle left on his 
trip, neighbors in the 1,000- 
person village came over to 
visit Bolek “just to see some- 
one who was going to Amer- 
ica.” 

“Every person would come 
to America if they could,” he 
said. “Every person there 
would emigrate.” 

“Everybody in Poland 
loves Americans,” Walter 
said. “The ingenuity, schools 
and modern way of America 
has always been respected by 
the people.” 

Even so, it hasn’t been un- 
til recently that the doors 
were opened to travel in and 
out of Poland. With a “New 
Poland” created under Soli- 
darity leader Lech Walensa, 
the brothers said they were 





finally able to obtain a visa 
easily for Bolek. Until the 
last few years, however, both 
said it was “rather risky” to 
arrange a visit from either 
side. 


“I was afraid before now 
that if I went to visit Bolek, I 
wouldn’t be allowed to return 
(to the U.S.),” Walter said. 
“And before changes were 
made in Poland, it was also 
difficult to obtain a visa for 
him to visit here.” 

The brothers plan to do 
some sight-seeing during 
Bolek’s trip, including Sol- 
dier Field because Bolek saw 
the Chicago stadium as he 
watched World Cup soccer 
on T.V. from Poland and 
would like to return home to 
state that “he was there.” 


In the meantime, the broth- 
ers have spent the first few 
weeks of Bolek’s visit catch- 
ing up on the last 50 years. 
This is no easy ‘task, Walter 
said, since so much of their 
lives have been missing from 
each other. In three weeks, 
he said, they are “still dis- 
cussing (their) teen years so 
far,’ and haven’t gotten any 
further. 


Bolek doesn’t speak En- 
glish, so Walter has been as- 
sisting him with translation 
since he arrived. The word 
“retirement,” however, 
doesn’t seem to translate into 
Polish. According to Walter, 
his brother works from 
“morning until night” on his 
farm in Poland and considers 
sitting down a “waste of 
time.” 

Bolek’s visa doesn’t expire 
for a year, but his visit will 
most likely end in about two 
months because he is “al- 
ready a bit homesick” for his 
wife, four children and 12 
grandchildren. So, more vis- 
its are in order, the brothers 
have agreed, starting with a 
trip to Poland next year for 
Walter. 


“Being together even a few 
short weeks has been “like a 
dream,” Walter said, and the 
brothers “are like kids 
again.” Even so, parting in a 
few weeks will be bitter- 
sweet. 





“Each night, before we go 
to bed, we still hug each 
other,” Walter said. “It’s like 
we can’t believe we are see- 
ing each other, and we ap- 
preciate it so much.”

& hat makes this country great is people like 
Roy Hassert willing to dedicate themselves 
to government. He stands head and 
shoulders above everyone else.” (Judge 
Michael Orenic, Nov. 30, 1974, in The Herald News 
when Hassert retired as Will County Board chairman.) 

When Roy Hassert handed over the gavel as county 
board chairman in 1974, his colleagues — composed 
of political friends and enemies — gave him a standing 
ovation. ; 

That was more than a quarter century ago. The 89- 
year-old former Republican political powerhouse died 
last week. His funeral service was private. 

But many of us still remember the fast-talking 
chairman, who sometimes sounded like an auctioneer 
as he tightly held the reins of county government and 
kept the dollars in the black. He ruled from the board 
chairman’s office for a decade. 

In those days, there was a frequent saying used to 
describe county government If you want something 
done, call God or Roy Hassert, but God is difficult to 
get on the phone. 

Some called Hassert a tyrant and a 
dictator. Others said he was the best thing 
that had ever happened to county 
government. 

Fortunately, I got to cover the last few 
years of Hassert’s administration. These 
were learning years for me as a young 
reporter. The chairman was amazing at 








Yes, we were adversaries. 
But I always respected him. 
He was one of the most 
astute politicians I’ve ever 
watched in action. ° 

In 1983, I wrote a column 
about Hassert and ate some 
of my words. After watching 
another Republican 
administration run the 
county into debt, I wrote that 
it would be nice to see 
Hassert still running county 
government. He believed 
firmly in controlling the size 
of county government. 

His nephew, Brent 
Hassert, who is now in his fifth term as a state 
representative, told me he was inspired by his uncle. 
As a kid, he and his cousins sometimes attended board 
meetings and watched the political wars on the board 
floor.

On 
one occasion, in which I had to ask some questions 
about a controversial issue, he labeled me “the 
vindictive little bastard,” which got shortened by his 
friends to “the VLB.” 

During Hassert’s final week in the chairman’s seat 
in the fall of ’74, I asked him for a statement about the 
end of the era. He replied that this newspaper had 
gotten rid of him with my reporting. But he reached 
across my notebook and crossed out my notes on what 
he had just said. 

“Scratch that,” he said, declining further comment. 
But I quoted him anyway.

DuPage Township supervisor until 1981. He held that 
seat for 28 years. 

Hassert outlived most of his political peers from both 
sides of the aisle. As a politician; he was blunt and 
colorful, controversial but honest, shrewd and wise, tight 
with the taxpayers’ money and a much-respected leader. 

As Judge Orenic said so many years ago, Roy 
Hassert did stand head and shoulders above most. He 
was the kind of man that has helped to make this 
country, this county and this community a good place 
to live. 

Hassert was a good man, maybe even a great man.

| Daniel Hudson’s main ambition 
in life was to be a Marine. The Bol- 

ingbrook resident was one of the top 

ROTC students at Romeoville High 

School when he graduated in 1999. 

But his military career came to a 
tragic end last week when he was 
accidentally killed at a Marine 
Corps base in California north of 
San Diego. 

Marine Cpl. Hudson died Feb. 6 
during a training exercise at Camp 
Pendleton with the 5th Battalion of 
the 11th Marine Artillery Regiment. 
At 5:50 p.m. in the India Training 
Area, a 900 Series five-ton truck 
with a M198 Howitzer in tow rolled 
over, killing Hudson and two other 
Marines, Cpl. Aaron Pinnetti, 19, of 
Maine, and Cpl. Benjamin Worchel, 
21, of Texas. 

The cause of the accident is 
under investigation, according to 
Marine Corps officials. 

Friends and classmates came 
from Florida, Arizona, Mississippi 
and Hawaii this week to be with 
Hudson's family and each other. 

He was remembered as an “out- 
standing cadet” in the Romeoville 
ROTC program by Master Gun- 
nery Sgt. Robert Arvin, Hudson's 
instructor. 

“T couldn’t begin to go over the 
pane of awards he won,” Arvin 
said.

“[ have never met anybody more 
motivated to be a Marine,” said Tan- 
isha Gonzalez, a classmate who was 
mourning Hudson at the high 
school Tuesday. 

Gonzalez, who was in the ROTC 
program with Hudson, rescheduled 
her college mid-term exams in 
Florida to return to Bolingbrook 
when she heard of Hudson’s death. 

She spoke fondly of his role in

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Teen death, second year in a row, shocks BHS 


Spring is the time for youth. 

But the youthful restlessness brought 
on by last Thursday’s balmy tempera- 
tures ended tragically with the death of 
16-year-old Nicole Juster. 

duster, who had received her license 
just a month earlier, was killed when she 
lost control of her vehicle on Lee Lane on 
the way to Bolingbrook High School and 
struck a tree. Four other high school 
girls in the car were also injured. - 

Michelle Kehoe, 15, and Michelle 
IBanicki, 17, were treated and released 
from Edward Hospital, while Julie 
Banicki, 14, and Roberta Bonner, 15, 
were both listed in good condition as of 
this Tuesday and were expected to be re- 
leased sometime this week. 

“We were all in a good mood because 
we could get into the car without having 
to wear a jacket,” recalls Michelle 
Banicki. “The windows were open be- 
cause it was a beautiful day.” They had 
stopped at McDonald’s’on the way from 
their eastside homes to the school west of 
Rt. 53. 

A Bolingbrook sophomore and a men.- 
ber of the junior varsity pom pon squad, 


duster apparently was speeding down’. 


the curving road when she swerved to 
avoid a school bus and.a parked car. 

Bolingbrook police say her vehicle hit 
the curb, went airborne and hit a one- 
foot diameter tree. The vehicle spun 
around and laid to rest on the north side 
of the street. The tree was uprooted and 
later removed. Juster died instantly. 

Julie Banicki, who says she is the 
only passenger who remembers the acci- 
dent, was riding in the front seat beside 
Juster. 


“SHE KNEW HOW TO drive, but 
she was. driving kind of fast,” Julie 
Banicki explains, “but just a little.” 

When she recovered from the shock of 
the accident, she tried to open the door of 
the 1979 Ford Futura, but couldn’t be- 
cause her right arm was broken. Using 
her other arm she pulled herself and 
three friends from the vehicle, but there 
was nothing she could do about her 
friend Nicole. By that time, witnesses 
had called authorities for help. 

“I pulled the three out and everyone 
was telling,me Nicole was dead, but I 
didn’t want to believe them,” Julie

Banicki remembers. “When they did get 
Nicole out, they covered my face because 
they didn’t want me to see it.” 


The tragedy stunned the high school, 
which called in its team of crisis counsel- 
ors when the news was announced over 
the address system. Juster was consid- 
ered “popular and liked by everybody.” 
The death, coming nearly one year to the 
day of the shocking suicide of student 
Nicole Page at BHS, astonished friends 
and family who crowded into Brook- 
Ridge funeral home last Sunday. At 
Monday’s funeral, to which high school- 
ers were bused by the school district if 
they wished, people packed the aisles 
and stood in the back of New Life 
Lutheran Church. Nearly one hundred 
vehicles followed the procession which 
drove past Juster’s schocls, North View 
Elementary and B.J. Ward middle 
school, and her home on Olympic Drive 
on their way to Clarendon Hills Ceme- 
tery.

Friends from school had packed the 
casket of the yearbook staffer with me- 
mentos, including pictures, cards, jew- 
elry, even balloons, which were all buried 
with her. Her teenage friends were pall- 
bearers and her pom pon teammates 
sang “Friends Are Friends Forever” at 
the funeral. 


THE HIGH SCHOOLER is the 
daughter of Sharon and Harold Juster. 
Her mother is well known in the commu- 
nity as the lady who greets people at the 
door of Family Square Restaurant. Her 
father is an over-the-road trucker anc 
her brother, Richard, a member of the 
armed forces, had just returned from the 
Persian Gulf. 

Friends say she was spunky and full 
of life. 

“She was energetic and everyone 
loved her,” Bonner said from her hospital 
bed Tuesday. “She was really good 
friends with everybody.” 

But it may have been that youthful 
energy, exacerbated by the irrepressible 
urges of summer-like weather that led to 
tragedy. 

Police say Juster was traveling at 
speeds between 45 and 61 m.p.h., based 
on impact data. One witness told police 
that the vehicle was swerving down the 
street and the girls were “playing with 
the car.” 

Juster rounded a turn on Lee Lane 
near Plymouth and was veering into the 
left lane. As an empty school bus was 
coming in the opposite direction slowed 
down, Juster swerved to the right to 
avoid it. She swerved as the road was 
straightening out after the curve and 
couldn’t pull the vehicle back agzin. The 
vehicle, which was never braked, hit the 
tree head-on as it flew off the curb. 

“They were exceeding the critical 
speed of that curve,” explains Glenn 
Erickson, the investigating officer. “She 
was going so fast that the centrifugal 
force actually pulled the vehicle back 
into the tree.” 

Erickson says that Juster and Julie 
Banicki, who were sitting in the front 
seat, had their seatbelts on. However, 
the impact of the vehicle was so forceful 
that Juster’s seat bowed forward and she 
was crushed by the steering wheel. She 
was not thrown from the car. :

Police say if Juster 
had lived, she would have been charged 
with reckless driving. 


Her friends, meanwhile, only have 
memories. 

“She was one of my first friends when! 
I moved to town,” says Michelle Banicki. 
“She was somebody very special. She had 
something about her. When people 
looked at her, they automatically liked 
her.” 












“Almost every time the weather gets 
warm you can hear the cars screeching 
up and down the street,” says Cathy 
Fregeau, who lives next door to where 
the accident happened. “At that time of 
day there are a lot of kids out there wait- 
ing for a bus to pick them up.” 

Fregeau says a petition was presented 
to the village a few years ago to place 
speed bumps on the street, but the police 
nixed that proposal because of the dam-- 
age that could be done to squad cars.

Romeoville and Bolingbrook officials 
were expected to ask the Will County 
state’s attorney to file charges against 
Kenneth Anderson, 23, the Bolingbrook 
resident who crashed into the rear of an- 
other vehicle last Sunday night, killing a 
passenger in the other car, as well as in- 
juring himself and two other people. 


Felix Jose, 21, also of Bolingbrook, 
was killed in a fiery crash on Rt. 53 at 
the I-55 stop light after Anderson alleg- 
edly barreled his Mustang into the 
vehicle after a brief, high-speed car 
chase through Romeoville and 
Bolingbrook. 

Anderson, who was upgraded from 
critical to serious condition Monday, 
could face wreckless homicide, drunken 
driving, speeding, evading a police offi- 
cer, and going through a red light, among 
other charges. 

The driver of the vehicle that was sit- 
ting at the light at the intersection 
waiting for it to change at 11:30 p.m., 
Michelle Seymore, age 19, and another 
passenger, Estavan Felix, 18, were as in- 
‘jured in the accident and taken to St. 
Joseph’s Medical Center. 

Estavan Felix was transferred to 
Loyola Medical Medical Center for treat- 
ment of burns. Seymore was treated and 
released. : 

Three Bolingbrook police officers, wh 
arrived first on the scene, were injured 


in the rescue of the people from the 
burning vehicles. Officers Donald Malloy, 
David Shurr and John Sullivan were all 
treated and released from local hospitals. 

Romeoville police officer Dave 
Darguzis first clocked Anderson going 60 
m.p.h. in the 40 m.p.h. zone along Joliet 
Road near Honeytree Street in Romeo- 
ville. : 

“He had to wait a little while for traf- 
fic to clear before he could pull out onto 
Joliet Road,” explains Romeoville deputy 
police chief Andrew Barto. “He finally 
started to catch up to Andrew’s vehicle at 
the intersection of Rt. 53 and Joliet 
Road.” : 

When Darguzis put on his flashing 
lights to indicate that Anderson should 
pull over, Anderson allegedly sped 
around the vehicles waiting to turn left 
at the spotlight and turned north on 
Rt. 53 going through a red light. Again, 
the officer had to wait to make sure traf- 
fic wasn’t coming, according to police, be- 


fore he could ensue. 


In the meantime, Darguzis radioed 
Bolingbrook police to tell them a suspect 
was trying to evade police and heading 
into Bolingbrook. 

By the time Darguzis caught up to 
Anderson’s car, it was in flames. 

“He was at least a quarter-mile be- 
hind Anderson,” adds Barto. “He never 
got close to him.”

As a result of a car accident in 
November, 1980, Karri is a quad- 
riplegic. In addition to medical 
expenses and the financial drain of 
daily visits to Karri at Loyola, the 
family needs a van before they can 
hope to bring her home, says clinical 
nurse Gail Kellberg. 


“Not having a van would mean that 
they could not get Karri to the 
hospital for treatments,’’ says 
Kellberg. 


“It’s much more than just needing 
the van for transportation. Without a 
personal van, they would have to call 
an ambulance or pay for a medical van 
to transport her.”’

Though Karri’s family works hard to 
support themselves and try to keep up 
with the $800 of monthly medical bills, 
red tape prevents them from getting 
some traditional kinds of financial help. 

That’s where Denny’s comes in. Look- 
ing for a holiday project, employees 
called the CSC and were told Karri’s 
story. They wanted to help. 

The walk-a-thon is one of- several 
fund-raising efforts by Denny’s workers 
to benefit Karri.

The village of Woodridge will fly 
its flags at half-staff through Mon- 
day to honor the memory of its 
founder, Albert Kaufman, who 
built thousands of starter homes in 
the western and southern suburbs. 

“He built our first homes, he 
continued to have his corporate 
office in Woodridge to this day. He 
started off wanting to build a com- 
munity, and he did it in the true 
sense of community,” Mayor Bill 
Murphy said. 

Mr. Kaufman gave the village its 
first village hall, school and Ro- 
man Catholic church, along with 
parks. 

Mr. Kaufman died Thursday at 
a nursing home in Scottsdale, Ariz. 
He was 90. 

He was born in Chicago on Aug. 
23, 1913, and grew up on the South 
Side, one of five children of Sophia 
and William Kaufman. His father 
had a company called Marquette 
Plumbing and developed a number 
of small offices and residential 
buildings. 

Mr. Kaufman’s first job was sell- 
ing water heaters. He worked his 
way through the University of Chi- 
cago estimating construction needs 
on jobs his father did. He also did 
a lot of estimating for the City of 
Chicago and often talked proudly 
of working as an estimator for the 
building of the offshore cribs for 


the city’s water intake system. 
A fine violinist, he studied on 


the East Coast and at the Univer- - 


sity of Chicago, played in the sym- 
phony and helped start a string 
quartet. 

He met his wife, Bonnie, who 
was a nurse working at Michael 
Reese Hospital, on a blind date. It 
led to a marriage that lasted until 
her death 50 years later. They 
lived in Chicago for a few years, 
then moved to Elmhurst after 
World War II. 

There he became active in com- 
munity affairs. He built the 
Elmhurst Youth Center and gave 
it to the town. He served on the 
board of governors of Elmhurst 
Memorial Hospital and was a past 
president of the Elmhurst Kiwanis 
Club. 

He built more than 5,500 homes 
and 1.5 million square feet of strip 
mall space. At one time he was 
building in six suburbs at the same 
time, from Park Ridge to 
Elmhurst. In Chicago, he built the 
high-rise apartment building at 40 
E. Cedar. He founded two sewer 
and water companies. 

He built the first houses in 
Woodridge, which incorporated in 
1959, and in all built thousands of 
houses there. His first model, the 
Thunderbird, sold for $17,000 — 
or $14,200 if you wanted to install 
the fixtures, insulation and dry- 
wall yourself, his son William said. 

Mr. Kaufman specialized in

starter homes, most of them as- 
sembled from prefabricated wall 
panels that were set in place by 
cranes. 

“My first home in Woodridge 
when my wife and I moved there in 
October 1968 was an Al Kaufman 
home that cost $24,500 completely 
finished. The homes he built were 
quality. He’s known as a quality de- 
veloper and a person of integrity,” 
the Woodridge mayor said. 

Murphy knew Mr. Kaufman be- 
cause Murphy’s father had been 
the Kaufman family dentist in 
Elmhurst. 

Mr. Kaufman loved to fish and 
later took up golf. He was a past

Kovach led efforts to establish Park District, was 
co-publisher of Beacon newspaper in ‘60s, ‘70s 


‘Barbara A. Kovach, who led 
efforts to establish the Bolingbrook 
Park District and was co-publisher 
of the area’s Beacon newspaper in 
the 1960s and ‘70s, died recently 
at her home in Sun City,Ariz. 

Kovach, 83, passed away Dec. 
29,2013, after a brief illness due to 
pancreatic cancer. 

A native of Massachusetts, 
Mrs. Kovach graduated from 
Melrose (Mass.) High School 
and the Massachusetts School of 
Physiotherapy.She married Joseph 
J. Kovach in in 1952 and moved to 
Bolingbrook in the early 1960s 
with her husband and their four 
daughters. 

The Kovaches soon acquired 
the Beacon and turned it from 
a community newsletter into a 
weekly newspaper that expanded 
to serve Bolingbrook, Romeoville, 
Lemont and Lockport. In their 
early days as co-publishers, Mrs. 
Kovach sold the advertisements 
while her husband reported 
and edited the local news. The 
suburban area’s population grew 
over the next two decades, and so 
did the Beacon’s readership, staff 
and influence in the community. 

Daughter Kitt Kovach’s death 
from leukemia in 1968 did not 
stop her mother’s community 
involvement. 

Mrs. Kovach loved children and 


was active in sports, daughter 
Kim Kovach said, so when 
the neighborhood children 
complained of being bored, Mrs. 
Kovach and other parents began 
teaching them bridge and taking 
them bowling. From those inklings 
of a park district, Kim Kovach said, 
“Mom just took the bull by the 
horns.” Mrs. Kovach’s efforts led 
to a successful referendum that 
created the Bolingbrook Park 
District in 1970.She served on its 
board from 1970 to 1977, including 
a term as board president in 1972- 
73. 

“Both my parents wanted a 
community to raise children in? 
Kim Kovach said.“The Beacon was 
a business, but it also facilitated 
making sure the community they 
were raising their kids in was a 
good community.” 

The Kovaches sold the Beacon 
to a longtime employee in the 
early 1980s. The Sun Newspaper 
Group of Naperville acquired 
it next, eventually renaming it 
the Bolingbrook Sun. It ceased 
publication in 2010. 

Meanwhile, the Kovaches 
bought an RV and traveled the 
United States before exploring 
Mexico and settling in anAmerican 
retirement community near Lake 
Chapala, Mexico. The couple 
divorced in 1989, and in 1991 Mrs. 





Kovach moved to Maine to care 
for her mother and stepfather. 

Mrs. Kovach moved toArizona in 
1994 to be near her daughters and 
pursue her hobbies of cooking, 
entertaining, gardening and music.

Barbara A. Kovach, a 
co-publisher of the former 
Beacon newspapers who 
was instrumental in the 
development of the Boling- 
brook Park District, died- 
Dec. 29, 2018, at her home 
in Sun City, Ariz. 

Barbara, and the late 
Joseph Kovach, acquired 
the Beacon, which was a 
newsletter at the time, in 
the early 1960s when they 
moved to Bolingbrook 
from Massachusetts. 

“They turned it into 
their livelihood,” daugh- 
ter Kim Kovach told The 
Herald-News. “When they 
started it, it was done in 
our house.” 

The Kovaches eventu- 
ally moved the business 
office into Romeoville.

Jerry Kinnikin, long-time coach, 
teacher and athletic director at 
Bolingbrook High School, finally lost his 
battle against cancer, on Monday, 
Sept.-19, while in St. Joseph Medical 
Center in Joliet. He was 48. The funeral 
will be Thursday, Sept. 22, at 11 a.m., 
also in Joliet. : 

Diagnosed with cancer three years 
ago, doctors had not predicted Kinnikin 
would live a year, much less three years. 
He was a real fighter, friends say. 

Kinnikin spent his entire career work- 
ing in the Valley View School District. He 
started at Lockport West High School, 
before it became Romeoville High School, 
says one of his long-time friends and co- 
workers, Larry Bernard, Athletic Direc- 
tor at BHS. 

Kinnikin coached football and base- 
ball at RHS. He took some time off from 
his teaching and coaching duties to serve 
in the VietNam War, and then returned 
home, and to Valley View, where he 
helped create many of the athletic tradi- 
tions at the new school, Bolingbrook 
High School. 

Kinnikin became one of the “founding 
fathers” of BHS, which opened its doors 
20 years ago, in 1974.

There is a void in Bolingbrook as of this week: an enormous loss to one family and an 
emptiness in the entire community that was once so amply filled by one simple, humble guy: Eddie 
Kozlik. (And it was "Eddie" that people knew him by and that he had tattooed on his arm, a 
souvenir from an early outing with the guys). 


Eddie already was the kinder and gentler person that his President, George Bush, asked 
Americans to become. Eddie could have been the model for Bush’s "point of light" volunteerism. 


There was time for instance, that he and Marianne were on I-55 when a huge produce 
truck ahead of them flipped over. Produce bounced across lanes and into swerving traffic as the 
truck burst into flames. 

Eddie, ignoring the fire, jumped out of his car to run over to the burning truck and 
clambered up to the overturned cab to get to the unconscious driver. As stunned motorists 
watched from a distance, Eddie had to yank and pull on the door to pry it open and pull the driver 
out and drop him to another man below. 

"You could have been killed! Everyone said that truck was about to blow," Marianne 
scolded him back in their car. With a typical shrug, Eddie answered: “But | wasn’t. And if I 
hadn’t helped the guy, he woulda’ been killed”. 


Then there was the time near Dwight when Eddie drove miles out of his way after finding 
a woman’s purse in a rest stop. He wanted to give the purse toa law enforcement agency to 
ensure that it would be returned to its owner. The woman, who later called and wrote about 
Eddie, was amazed at the extent to which he’d gone -- and that every dollar of the considerable 
cash in her purse was still there. 


But it’s not just the big things, as much as it is the little things that add up to what was 
so special about Eddie. It’s not the prizes and titles chat Eddie won but what Eddie was always 
busy doing. And what Eddie did was...Eddie "did" for people. 


"Can | get you something?” Who hasn’t heard that from Eddie, as he popped in and out 
of a kitchen to wait on people. 


Uncomplaining. No matter how many hours he spent broiling in the sun or freezing in the 

rain, whether shaking a fundraising can at Route 53 and Boughton Road or stirring a benefit pot 

_ of spaghetti, seldom was heard a discouraging word from Eddie Kozlik. With a shrug, he just went 
about doing what he did. 


Well, Eddie was not a big talker, anyway. He was usually content to let others have the 
floor. But when Eddie did choose to speak, he usually had a humorous zinger or insightful 
observation to throw in, especially when hoisting a few brews with the boys. A sentimental streak 
emerged with “It’s a Wonderful Life", a Kozlik family Christmas tradition. Jimmy Stewart would 
_ fit the title role in the "Eddie Kozlik Story", if one were made.

The State Police were the first to reach the scene, followed shortly by the local 
branch of the Lemont Fire Department. They started to pump the water form the ex- 
cavation when the truck and row boat arrived from Lemont. Grappling hooks were 


lowered and a scuba diver, one of the local firemen, descended thedepths. ° After 
about 30 or 40 minutes of searching the body was recovered withgrappling hooks. At- 
tempts to revive the child, with both artificial resperation and a resucitator, proved 
to be futile. 

The family moved to the new area less than a week ago from Downers Grove, The 
parents had been working on the not yet completed home while the children were 
out playing. Besides three year old Jennifer, they have a son, Floyd, not yet a year 
old. The children were unaware of the tragedy. 

The excavation is among the foundations of several homes. A mud road leads 
right up to the edge of the pit. It was dug to house tanks and equipment for a sewer 
lift station. There were no warning signs or fences to indicate the danger spot. It is 
within easy sight of the Kinney home. 

The construction company was asked to take protective measures to keep others 
away from the area, Nothing was done however till the next day when a makeshift 
fence was thrown around the hole. The tragedy took place just before noon Sunday. 
Twenty four hours later the fence went up. 

A through investigation is being made by the State Police. Their report will be 
forwarded to the office of the State's Attorney for possible action for criminal negli- 
gence. A Coroner's Jury will also be convened later for the same purpose. It has 
not yet been clarified whether there is cause for criminal prosecution, or whether the 
construction company, their sub-contractors or the water utility is responsible for 
leaving the death trap unguarded,
